ing in London, “in the immense and un- 
doubted resourced of the Western Heml- 
sphere. In ores of the finest description the 
resources of the United States are unlimited, 
while; a regards coal, our own wealth is in 
comparison but poverty.” “It is evident,” 
says the London Times, “from the presi- 
dent's address, that the iron-masters are 
watching anxiously the course of the coal 
trade, and that they feel their supremacy is 
at stake.” 

In 1006 Great Britain produced 260,000 
tons of pig iron ; 1862 the product amounted 
to 4,000,000, and to 6,750,000 in 1872. Ten 
years hence the product, according to this 
rate of increase, ought to amount to 11,500,- 
000 tons, requiring 65,000,000 tons of coal, 
or nearly double the present consumption.

While the Western 
former realizes bat a pitiance upon his teeming 
crops, every manufactured article which he uses 
comes tohim burdened by onerous and oppressive 
tarifs. Cheap trateportation from the West would 
not only chea pen food, but would, as a consequence, 
also cheapen labor. This result would enable the 
manufacturer to supply our wants at greatly reduced 
prices. and would epable him to compete succesefally 

as well as at bome. Our manufactorics 
would increase, our exports would be doubled, our 
shipping iaterests revived, and the balance of trade 
would be largely in our favor insted of against us as 
it now ia.

They are only mentioned to show that a great 
pressing neccesity underlies the whole matter, which 
cinno’ longer remain unnecded, with serious detri- 
ment to pub‘ic inter sts. 

The e. t re value of a bush’! of corn, transport d a 
thousand miles by rail, is consumed by the cost of 
transportation. Tais leaves no profit to the carrier, 
none to the shipper, and not one cent to the producer. 
So that if the rai road shod carry corn for its actual 
cost and nothing more, from St. Louis to Savannah, 
or from Chicago to New York, the producer weuld 
still receive no adequate remuneration for his 
labor. Neither can the indefinite maltiplication of 
railroads, nor any levislative restriction as to freigtt 
charges, cure the evil, so long as the actual cost of 
operating railroads remains undiminished. Until 
this cost shall be reduced, by meang not now known, 
a resort to either of {he remedies proposed will prove
